The lodges from this district 
assembled at the lodge room of No, 160 | 
in this village, and marched to. the 
station, taking the special which started 
from Bridgewater for the occasion. 
From the Intelligencer we take the 
following account of the doings in that 
city :-— 

“The Orange demonstration passed off 
harmoniouely and successfully. It has 
been estimated that fully 10,000 strang- 
ers were inthe city. Such. a crowd 
probably. never « before ' assembled. in’ 
Belleville except, perhaps, on the ‘occa- 
sion of the Prince of Wales, visit, many 
years ago. Special excursion trains 
arrived in the city from Coe Hill,Picton, 
Trenton, Cobourg, Millbrook, Lindsay, 
Port Hope, Peterborough, Lakefield, 
amworth and 
Napanee. The steamer Quinte at 10 a. 
m. brought ina large number from 
Deseronto and Northport and the’ 
Varuna from Trenton and Renderville. 

All the trains came in over the 
Grand Trunk and were run down to the 
Market Square,where the various lodges 
were formed and marched to the Agri- 
cultural se ia By 1:30 p. m. the 
majority been fed, and began to fall 
into line for the procession. 

The procession was.48 minutes pass- 
ing a given point on Fiont Street. “The 
75 lodges carried 61 stands of colors. 

According to the statistics gathered 
by the Intelligencer reporter from the 


the masters of the various lodges, after | 


the procession had started, there were 
2,500people in the ranks. The streets 
along the line of march was thron 
with people. Front street was ‘densely 
packed, while every window was, filled 
with faces. It seemed that every resid- 
ent of the city had turned out to witness 
the gigantic parade. 

Shortly after :eturning to the grounds 
the multitude assembled around the 
band stand, when Wm. Johason, S 
Grand Master of Eastern Ontario, ad- 
dressed them. He called upon the 
Hon. Mackenzie Bowell, Minister of 
Customs, to take the chair. 

Mr. Bowell upon coming forward, 
was received with enthusiasm. He 
said it was a source of great gratification 
to him to see men before him who had 
been associated with him in lodge 
work 40 years ago, looking as 
hale an: hearty as ever. He believed | 
they were as ready to-day to defend | 
British connection, with the bullet or | 
the bayonet, if the case demanded, as | 
they ever were. (Cheers.) He would | 
not detain them owing to the lateness of | 
the hour, but would call upon the Rev. 
Bro. John Halliwell to lead in prayer. 

Rev. Mr. Halliwell, in a few well 
chosen words asked for God’s blessing 
upon the proceedings of the day, and 
that the true principles of religion may 
ever be taught.

Ottawa, July 13.—A dastardly at- 
tempt was made about forty milos from 
here, this morning, to wreck a Canada 
Atlantic Railway special. train, contain- 
ing the Ottawa delegation re- 
turning from the convention held at 


ten o'clock last night. The train con- 
sisted of. eight cars, and besides the 

men, there were a large number 
of excursionists on board, making « 
total of about five hundred passengers. 
The trip was made with safety and 
without mishap until about eight o’clock 
thie morning, when the train was about 
four miles on the Ottawa side of Green- 
field. The train. was going about 
twenty-five miles an hour, when, on 
turning a sharp. curve, Edward Chase, 
the engine driver, observed a heavy ob- 
struction of some kind placed acrots 
the raila, about one hundred yards 
ahead. He at once whistled “ brakes 
down,” shut off steam and tried to re- 
verse the engine. The train hands 
responded with commendable prompt- 
ness to the shrill summons and the 
result was the train was brought to a 
standstill with such violence as almost 
shook the passengers out of their berths, 
but the “ cow-catcher” was only within 
a few feet of the obstruction. | On ex- 
amining the latter it was found to con- 
sist of two railway jies placed one on 
top of the other and wedged up at each 
end by heayy boulders.
